MR. MARSHALL'S SPEECH. 

Toastmaster Stewart then introduced | 
A. C. Marshall, secretary of the Citi 
zens’ Industrial Association of Amer: | 
len, with headquarters in New York. 
Mr. Marshal was enthusiastically re- 
q@ived and was frequently interrupted | 
by applause during his address, which 
was in part as follows: 8 

“The message which I bring to you 
is from the city which was at one time, | 
according to its population, the worst | 
labor-ridden city of the country. For 
years Dayton was known as a ‘labor. 


stronghold, and a ‘labor storm-cen- 
ter.’ 
This condition resulted, in part, 


from its being the residence of cheers | 
of several international unions, and. 
from the recognition and encourage-— 
ment given trades-unionism by many 
of its prominent employers and lead- 
ing industries, 

“Eventually these conditions became | 
intolerable, and necessity enforced upon | 
the employer a policy of self-defense | 
and the protection of the rights of his | 
non-union workmen. The result Was a 
general strike in 1900. 

“It was ‘a fight to a finish.’ Not in a 
single instance was a demnad granted, 
or a concession made, and therein is 
the explanation of the immunity which 
Dayton has had from strikers for the 
last five years. 

“In the broadest and fullest sense 
Dayton is an ‘open-shop’ town. Union- 
tem has no recognition by employers in 
any department of business, and some 
of its largest concerns are conducted on 
@ strictly non-union basis. I cannot 
give you a correct understanding of 
the change which has been effected 
there; effected through the agency of 
organization, organization of employ- 
ers in all departments of business into 
one employers’ association. This is the 
solution, and. in my judgment, the only | 
solution of the labor problem. 

“In the settlement of the labor prob- 
lem, as in all questions involving pub- 
lic interests, the ultimate factor is | 
public opinion. It is the final arbiter 
in all disputes involving public affairs. 
No wrong can exist permanently if. 
condemned by that powerful agency | 
for good—an aroused public. opinion. 
No cause can successfully appeal to 
the public for continued indors: ment 
and support unless based on justice.” |

HE GERMAN POINT OF VIEW. 

Were it not for the complications 
possible to arise and their far reach- 
ing influences, the trouble brewing in 
Europe over Morocco might be ignored 
on this side of the Atlantic. The In- 
ternational Conference, which will as- 
semble at Algeciras, Spain, on Janu- 
ary 20, indicates that the civi- 
lized world is, if not immediately, yet 
intimately concerned in the question 
to be discussed by tne representatives 
of the powers. The English and 
French points of view upon the con- 
trol of Morocco have been frequently 
set forth by American newspapers. 
The German point of view has not 
been made so clear to us. 

The present arrangement touching 
the control of this Sultanate in North- 
ern Africa was arranged in 1880. The 
changes which have taken place in the 
twenty-five intervening years have 
been of exceeding ix portanee. The 
conven’ on of 1880 was an interna- 
tional one, a fact pointing out that all 
the powers were more or less inter- 
ested in the affairs of that State. 

The whole of Northern Africa, from 
the Nile to the Atlantic Ocean, was 
within a brief period of time, as na- 
tonal affairs go, all Mohammedan and 
under the suzerainty of the Sultan of 
Turkey. Within a quarter of a cen-

The African colonies of the French 
Republic are immediate neighbors of 
the Mohammedan State. The govern- 
ment of Morocco is of the usual lax 
and inefficient type found everywhere 
under the Sultan of Turkey and his 
lesser satellites. The Germans will- 
ingly concede France's right and ne- 
cessity to maintain at least a sem- 
blance of peaceful civilization within 
the domains of the Sultan of Morocco; 
but at the same time Germany sets up 
the contention that any modification of 
the treaty made at Madrid by the In- 
ternational Convention of 1880 cannot 
properly be accomplished excepting by 
a convention as broad at least as that 
of Madrid. Germany denies that 
any agreement between England and 
France, modifying the arrangement 
concluded at Madrid, is sufficient. 
Any modification of the conclusions 
reached at Madrid by any two of the 
contracting powers takigg part in that 
convention would not be in accord 
with the laws of nations. - 

Such is the German point of view, 
and certainly if it were sure that there 
were no arriere pensée on the part of 
the Kaiser, the whole matter might 
very quickly and effectively be ar- 
ranged. The Germans are outspoken 
in conceding that France should be 
given the lead in maintaining order 
within the Sultanate of Morocco. 80 
far, well; but France claims the right 
alone, without either interference or 
ald on the part of any other power, 
to effectively police Morocco. Here 
arises the contention, the result of 
which cannot be foreseen. Germany 
is suspected of the intention of claim- 
ing the right to aid France in policing 
Morocco. Germany's contention is 
that without such rights her commer- 
clal interests in the Sultanate are in 
jeopardy. The presence of the French 
gsendarmes in all parts of Morocco 
would give French merchants and 
traders a great advantage over those 
of other nations. The French deny 
the correctness of this view. 

England and France having arrived 
at a perfect understanding, leaving 
Morocco to France and Egypt to Eng- 
land, England naturallf leans to the 
French side of this contention. Spain 
and Italy, “for valuable considera- 
tions” “to them paid in hand” or to be 
paid in the future, are lined up with 
England and France, leaving Germany 
to fight her own battle alone.

While the shipping, commerce and mant- 
facturing of Oakland have made enormous 
strides, the city has been building up in 
other ways. It has 250 miles of graded 
streets, lined with fine business blocks and 
costly residences, which are increasing in 
number at an unprecedentedly rapid rate. 
Rents and property values have been stead- 
I. y advancing for several years. 

Oakland is cssentially a city of homes. 
There are few flats and apartments in the 
municipality, but there are hundreds of 
houses, each surrounded by lawns and gar- 
dens.

The same farm produces over 2000 tons of 
tomatoes, 450 tong of cucumbers and about 
500 tons of green peas each year, besides a 
vast quantity of other vegetabies.

No other city in the world is more fa- 
vored than Oakland in respect to its great 
manufacturing interests. 

Besides the splendid trio of ferry lines, 
operating each under a twenty-minuté 
schedule and owned, two by the Southern 
Pacific Company and the other (a modern 
electric-train service) by the San Francisco, 
Oakland and San José, or “Key route,” 
there is the Oakland Traction, owning 
every electric street car line on the eastern 
bay shore. 

While the Southern Pacific Company haz 
for years carried its overland and interior 
trains to the Oakland mole as their des- 
tination, it is only in the last few years 
that the other great competing transcont!- 
nental lines have turned their attention 
hither. The Santa Fé Company has ex- 
tended its tracks into North Oakland. 
the Western Pacific Company is rushing 
work on its right of way in from the 
south. Other great lines are contemplat- 
ing invading the city, whose allurements 
have proved so successful in the three first 
cases. Among these are the Chicago, Bur-
